The Minister of National Health says 
most of the large traffickers in narcotic 
drugs are in the penitentiaries.

vears. Seldom now do the police unearth 
a “dope” peddling case in Canada. That 


is one species of crime which the authori- 
ties seem to have succeeded in suppressing 
to a notable and gratifying degree 


RENT, TAXES AND JOBS 


There are, it is said, eight hundred 
families on the relief list in Edmonton 
who cannot pay their rent. If the rents 


are not paid the owners of the property 
cannot be expected to pay taxes, in at least 
a very considerable number of cases. If 
the tenant families were turned on the 
street the city would have to take care of 
them, and would not get the taxes. If the 
city seized the houses and lots it would 
still be out the taxes, with a diminished 
prospect of getting taxes on the property 
next year. 

These details complete the sketch of 
one of the awkward angles in the relief 
puzzle. Obviously the way to regularize 
matters is to pay the rent, keep the fami- 
lies in their homes, and enable the land- 
lords to pay their taxes. But the city 
simply could not undertake to do that on 
so wide a scale with the amount of assist- 
ance it has been drawing from provincial 
and federal treasuries. And the scale 
would be likely to broaden rather than 
narrow when winter comes 

This complicated tangle emphasizes 
again that the cheapest of all ways of pro- 
viding relief is to provide work. If the 
heads of these eight hundred families 
were given steady jobs at fair wages they 
could pay their rents, the property-owners 
could pay their taxes, and this and all the 
other difficulties arising from lack of fa- 
mily income would be cleared away. The 
one remedy for unemployment is employ- 
ment. It is time the city knew what the 
Dominion Government intends to do to 
provide this. 


A NEW SITUATION 


Mr. H. W. Wood says that, because of 
circumstances which have arisen, a 
change in the policy of the Alberta wheat 


pool ‘may be necessary” for a time at 
least. That would seem likely, to put it 
mildly 


The former policy of the pool has been 
based on the idea that the wheat growers 
of western Canada could get more money 
for their wheat if they fed it out to the 
market gradually, holding back when 
prices sagged: But the circumstances al- 
luded to, over which neither the pool nor 
any other Canadian interest had control, 
have demonstrated that the market will 
not wait to be ‘‘fed,’’ and doesn't have to 
wait. 

While Canada was holding back its 
wheat last year and the vear before, Ar- 
gentina and Russia were flooding the ex- 
port market with wheat. The feeding out

\ change in pool policy is in the nature 
of things inevitable.

amounting to a national calamity. 

The Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments, which have for years been encour- 
aging settlers to move out of the dry areas 
in the southern part of the prairies into 
the region of more assured rainfall, 
would be well advised to bring representa- 
tive farmers from those sections of the 
country to the Edmonton fair. What they 
would see here would be more convincing 
than anything that can be told in print or 
from the platform, and would probably do 
fmore to speed up the movement.

A scheme for placing ¢x-soldiers on 
communal farms was placed before 
he Hon. R. G. Reid on Thurs day aft- 
ernoon at the parliament buildings by 
a delegation of the ex-Service Men's 
association, and met with his sympa- 
thetic attention } 

The delegation informed the min- 
is‘er that there are 86 men among the 
veterans who have al] had ten or more 
years’ farming experience in the prov- 
ince, who are ready to enter upon 
the scheme. | 

The proposal is that the government 
organize communal farms, on which 
each man will file on a homesiead 
These will be placed under the direc- | 
tion of a government inspector, whose 
du'y will be to see that the required | 
work is done on the farms. The gov- 


}ernment will hold a mortgage on each 


farm, and this is continued until such 
time as the government is reimbursed 
for its outlay 

The delegation pointed out that the 
whole cost will not be borne by the 
province as in any form of relief the 
Federal government will contribute a 
half share and that further that if 
not given help the veterans will re- 
main a charge on the authorities, and | 
they may as wel! be given some con- 
structive form of help.

“Be careful when using gasoline ma 
cleaning!" 

That is the warning issued by Fire | 
Chief Albert Dutton, as a result of | 
a court case heard Friday morning} 
when Fryda Enblow faced Magistrate 
Col. George B. McLeod on a charge 
of negligently causing a fire 

The fire chief explained that he 
was not asking for a conviction in the 
case, but that he would like to warn | 
Edmontonians that gasoline was “as! 
dangerous as dynamite when used for| 
cleaning purposes.” The accused was 
given a remand for six months until 
January 9, 1932 

According to the evidence, the wo- 
man had been cleaning when the 
gasoline exploded. She was badly 
burned and removed to the hospital | 
and two occupants of rooms in the 
upper part of the house barely es- 
caped from the flaming structure by 
an up-stairs window 

Chief Dutton explained that the 
fumes from the gasoline draw flames 


line ts contained, thereby causing an 
explosion which might prove fatal 
and which generally resulted in ex-| 
tensive damage 

Tt was also pointed out that gaso- 
line does not require a flame to ex- 
plode. Static electricity—that form of 
electricity which is produced by fric- | 
tion—is sufficient to explode a pan 
of gesoline
